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SAFEST KNOWN 


Critics of NRA Are 
Taken to Task. 


New York, Dec. 7.—[Special.]—The 
“Roosevelt dollar” was defended as 
“the soundest monéy on the face of 
the globe now—or at any other time,” 
by Gen. Hugh 8S. Johnson, national 
recovery administrator, in an address 
before the National Association of 
Manufacturers here tonight. 

The general once more paid his re- 
gspects to his critics, particularly to 
“hostile” newspapers, cautioned his 
auditors against letting others do their 
thinking for them, and pleaded that 
the administration's recovery experi- 
ments, now under his direction, be 
given a chance. 

He dwelt at considerable length on 
the fight for a free press now being 
waged by leading newspapers of the 
country, and belittied the special pro- 
vision of the newspaper code re- 
quested by the publishers’ committee 
as having “about as much meaning 
as ‘eeny, meeny, miney, moe.” THE 
_CuticaGo TRIBUNE and its publisher, 
Col. R,. R. McCormick, were among 
the opponents of press censorship sin- 
gied out by the administrator for spe- 
cial attention in his strictures on this 
subject. 

Charges Political Motives. 


“It may be merely a.coinéidence, 
but nevertheless a fact, that, : few 
exceptions, most of the t 


mewspapers that have been 

the NRA are severely Republican in 
their sympathy,” he said. “We could 
hardly expect that such journals as 
THe CHIcaGo TRIBUNE or the Chicago 
Daily News, whose affiliations and po- 
litical allegiance have never wavered, 
eould be very enthusiastic for a Dem- 
ecratic administration. 

fIn his prepared speech he had in- 
eluded the New York Herald-Tribune 
in his criticism, but did not name it in 
his address.] 

“I don't know that I have any 
quarrel with them for their activities. 
After all, a newspaper is a good deal 
like any other business and its opin- 
ions, even though the editorial ‘“‘ We” 
is employed in their expression, is the 
view of the individual who owns it. 

“These papers, as well as some 
others who claim to be independent, 
have been stridently denouncing us 
for an attempt to institute a press 
censorship as well as a radio censor- 
ship and have been raising a great 
to-do about a hypothetical purpose of 
controlling their editorial utterances 
and their news columns by depriving 
them of the constitutional guarantee 
of freedom of the press. 

“Just how an executive department 
of the government could effect this 
depredation is not indicated. With 
the congress making the laws and the 
Supreme court, in session, to prevent 
anything unconstitutional being done, 
the NRA might as well be accused of 
attempting to prevent the tides from 
ebbing and flowing or to halt the 
rising of the sun and repeal the law 
of gravitation. 

Freedom of Press Clause. 

‘As a matter of fact there has been 
inserted in every draft of the news- 
paper code that has been submitted a 
special provision requested by the 
newspaper publishers’ committee, mak- 
ing special reference to the inviolabil- 
ity of the freedom of the press. We 
have regarded this as superfiuous, but 
the newspapers so eagerly asked for 
it that I don’t know why it should be 
denied—it has about as much meaning 
as ‘eeny, meeny, miney, moe.’

Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—[Spe- 
cial.]—-The pay roll of the NRA was 
exposed today, with startling results. 

Senator L. J. Dickinson [Rep., Ia.] 
demanded a copy of the pay roll, 
which heretofore has been kept se- 
cret, and as a public service the sen- 
ator made the roll available to public 
inspection. 

Repeated requests for the names 
and salaries of NRA officials and em- 
ployés have been made in the past, 
but have always been denied. 

The disclosure which caused the 
greatest sensation in Washington was 
that Miss Frances Robinson, who has 
been known to the wide world as the 
secretary of Gen. Hugh 8. Johnson, 
receives a salary of $5,780 per year. 
This is within $220 of Johnson's own 
salary of $6,000. 

Johnson's Salary $6,000 

But it should not be assumed that 
Miss Robinson is quite so near an 
equal to the general in importance, 
although he rates her most highly. 
The fact is that Gen. Johnson Wanted 
no assistants in the NRA to be paid 
more than $6,000, except in ubiisual 
cases, and so he took that im 
himself to set an example, It ds) Con- 
ceded that he is wortha g :

Miss Robinson. 49-0n the’ NRA 
roll as “assiSt€ht to the adminis- 
trator,’”’ and if the 15 per cent cut 
imposed on -federal employés is sfe-} 
stored would recefye $6,647 per year, 
or $554 per month. 

In the first account of Miss Robin- 
son's salary, published in a Washing- 
ton newspaper, it was stated she had 
risen to her present heights from a 
$25 a week stenographer in the em- 
ploy of the Democratic national com- 
mittee. 

“One Below the Belt.” 

Gen. Johnson was annoyed at this 
characterization of Miss Robinson and 
showed it plainly at his press confer- 
ence today. His comment, as taken 
verbatim from the official transcript 
of the press conference, was as fol- 
lows: 

“I think that was one below the 
belt. Miss Robinson-in the original 
setup of this organigzation—in the 
skeleton—from the beginning there 
were two personal assistants to the 
administrator, Miss Robinson and 
young Robert. Straus, and their sal- 
aries, were, I think, $6,000 a year. 

“ Miss Robinson was recommended 
to me as an excellent executive from 
the R. K. O. My understanding is, I 
think it said—she came up from @ 
$25 a week stenographer. I am quite 
sure that when she was with. the 
Democratic national committee she 
was a voluntary worker, allowance 
and expenses somebody paid her. 

“She came in here as executive 
administrative assistant—and in many 
ways she knows more about this law 
and the administration of it than any- 
body. 

“TIT don’t think I need to say that 
nobody around here thought she was 
a stenographer or secretary. 

Explains Her Position. 

“I don’t think there was any mis- 
apprehension about her position. It 
Was approved by the industrial board 
and by the President—her position is 
personal assistant to the administrator 
and she has acted as such straight 
through.” 

Miss Robinson sat beside the admin- 
istrator as he defended her, but. made 
no comment at that point, though she 
did interject a correction later on an-

GUARDS KIDNAPED 
BY RUM RUNNERS 


“Captured” Ship Flees to 
Sea with Captives. 


NORTH SYDNEY, N. S8., Dee. T.-— 
(P)—Wireless messages flashed to 
ships throughout the north Atlantic 
today warned them to watch. for a 
speedy vessel whose crew turned the 
tables on its captors, the coast guard, 
by kidnaping four guardsmen and 
fleeing out to sea in their seized vessel. 

“Keep lookout for Kromhout,” was 
the report sent out, and on it Canadian 
coast guard .officers pinned hopes of 
releasing the seamen and recapturing 
the suspected rum runners and their 
vessel. 

The kidnaping was carried out with 
striking swiftness just after daybreak, 
in stormy seas, after the coast guard 
cutter Stumble Inn had captured the 
Kromhout. 


Ship Loaded with Whisky. 

The captives were Chief Officer F. 
M. MacKenzie, Second Engineer J. 
MeIntosh and Able Seamen W. R, T. 
Oxford and M. D. MacDonald. 

Members of the crew of the Stumble 
Inn said the other boat was loaded 
with whisky. It was captured after 
a chase in which the pursuers fired 
several times. 

The four men from the cutter were 


put aboard the Kromhout as a guard | 
and the Stumble Inn started to tow | 


it into North Sydney. 
Shortly men aboard the government 


vessel heard sounds of a struggle on | 


the seized boat. They saw a man hack 
the towing cable with an ax and the 
Kromhout turned swiftly about and 
raced for the open sea. 

Police Boat Outdistanced. 


Firing several shots, the Stumble 
Inn gave chase. For 27 miles the 
pursuit went on, but the police boat 
was outdistanced and returned to 
North Sydney.

According to shipping records she is 
owned by the Lunenburg Outfitting 
company and others. 

With nearly every vessel in the 
north Atlantic advised, coast guards- 
men expressed confidence the fleeing 
boat would be retaken.

Her hail went unanswered, as 
did a warning shot across the Krom- 
hout’s bows. More shots followed in a 
long chase and finally the quarry 
heaved to in a heavy sea and allowed 
the government boat to come along:

UNLESS AID COMES, 
BLAIR TELLS HORNER 


Springfield, Ill., Dec. 7.—[Special.]— 
In a letter to Gov. Henry Horner urg- 
ing immediate legislative relief, Fran- 
cis G. Blair, state superintendent of 


public Instruction, today warned that 
many schools in the state will be 


forced to close down unless such relief | 


is forthcoming. 

Included in his letter was a stateé- 
ment showing that there is a balance 
of almost $12,000,000 due from the 
state distributive fund to the various 
school districts of the state. This 
money, he said, was appropriated by 
ithe legislature and was duly incorpo- 
rated in the budgets of the various 
school districts. Failure to receive 
such money has added greatly to their 
financial distress. 

Also due the downstate school dis- 
tricts, he said, is $34,419 for the work 
they have done in the past year for 
the crippled, blind, and near-bilind 
children, “If the legislature will pro- 
vide means whereby the several dis- 
tricts of the state may receive their 
share of these two funds in the very 
near future,” he said, “it will act as 
a considerable easement to their crit!- 
cal financial condition.” 

Despite a two year retrenchment 
program resulting tn the savings of 
$32,000,000, many of the districts are 
on the verge of closing their schools, 
Blair warned, 

Gov. Horner announced that school 
relief legislation would be included in 
the call for the third special session 
of the general assembly.

The vessel) left St. Martin de Re, 
France, Dec. 1, and stopped at Algiers, 
where she picked up 394 additional 
convicts for the prison colony. Re- 
ports said she continued the voyage 
to Guiana after embarking the addi- 
tional prisoners. 

Crammed Into Cages, 

There were 280 convicts aboard the 
vessel when she left France, bound 
for the “dry guillotine” of French 
Guiana. The human cargo was 
crammed into heavily barred cages. 

Gathered mostly from France's far 
flung colonies of Africa and the orient, 
the exiled convicts included Hindus, 
Arabs and Chinese, black men, brown 
and yellow mingled with Europeans 
of assorted nationalities convicted of 
crimes committed on French soil. 

The voyage nominally takes 14 days. 
Confined to eight zoo-like cages, the 
prisoners are herded about like cattle

they choose, Joseph F. Grossman, 
second assistant corporation counsel, 
declared yesterday after inspecting the 
emergency liquor ordinance which be- 
comes effective tomorrow. 7 

Mr, Grossman explained that in 
drafting the ordinance it ‘was neces- 
sary to make its terms 
enough to cover all places selling 
liquor. Since some of these are res- 
taurants, it was considered unfair to 
stop .their business at 1 a. m. There- 
fore the only restriction. embodied in 
the ordinance was a prohibition of 
sales of liquor after 1 a, m. Patrons 
can stay in bars or restaurants as long 
as they choose to consume a supply 
purchased before sales are shut off, in 
Mr. Grossman's opinion. 


First Requests for Dry Areas. 


The first requests to establish tem- 
porarily dry territory in the city, pend- 
ing adoption of some form of local op- 
tion provisions, were made to Mayor 
Kelly yesterday by three south side 
aldermen. The mayor has said that 
he will abide by the wishes of alder- 
men and ask the police department to 
recommend no licenses in the districts 
in which they believe that their con- 
stituents frown on sales. 

Ald. B. A. Cronson [4th] submitted 
the first request, to cover the terri- 
tory bounded by 47th street, Lake 
Park avenue, Hyde Park and Drexel 
boulevards. This district, incidental- 
ly, includes Mayor Kelly's own home. 
Ald. Cronson indicated that he might 
not oppose restricted liquor sales on 
some of the business streets which 
are the borders of the district, par- 
ticularly Lake Park avenue. 

“If some one wanted to open a 
package liquor store, where custom- 
ers would get their liquor to drink at 
home, or if established grocers in the 
business districts wanted to handle 
wines and liquors,” said Ald. Cronson, 
“I don't believe I'd object. But that 
district is one of the few remaining 
residential. sections in Chicago, and 
its residents don’t want noisy taverns 
next to their homes.” 


Ask Ban for Two Shore Areas. 

Ald. James J. Cusack [5th] asked 
that the district bounded by Hyde 
Park boulevard and 6lst street, Lake 
Michigan and Cottage Grove avenue 
be made no license territory, with an 
exception in favor of Lake Park ave- 
nue. Ald. Thomas J. Daley [7th] 
made a similar request for a district 
for which the boundary runs from 
the lake on 67th street to East End 
avenue, south to 75th street, east to 
Jeffery avenue, south to 80th atreet, 
and east to the lake. 

Ald. O. E. Northrup [19th], whose 
district includes the Morgan Park and 
Beverly Hills residential sections, and 
Ald. George A. Williston [49th], who 
represents Rogers Park, said they 
will ask for no license areas in parts 


* of their wards.

Mayor Kelly of Chicago and others 
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Prohibition Era Given Blame 
for High Prices of Whiskies 


When John Doe steps out to buy 
himself a bottle of whisky and has to 
shell out $6 or $7 for a quart that cost 
about 10 cents to make and sold for $1 
or less in the good old days, he can 
blame his tough luck on prohibition. 
For even though dead, the 18th 
amendment is the cause of the pres- 
ent high liquor prices, it was disclosed 
yesterday. 

While blended whisky can be pur- 
chased at prices ranging from 316 to 
$30 a case, the bonded or uncut whis- 
ky commands prices from $58 to $75 
a case and the public must buy one 
or the other because there are no in- 
termediate brands. The reason for this 
is because practically all of the pres- 
ent stock of uncut whisky is a prod- 
uct of pre-war days inasmuch as the 
federal government prohibited distilla- 
tion between Sept. 1, 1917, and the fall 
of 1929. 

Blames Supply and Demand. 

“The present prices are up and are 
being kept up because of the scarcity 
of supply which has perforce resulted 
from the goverrmment’s. restrictions 
during those 12 years,"’ said E. Stech- 
bart, purchasing agent at the Palmer 
house. 

“It's the old proposition of supply 
and demand at work on the limited 
quantity. There is probably less than 
three million gallons of this old pre- 
war whisky left and, since none was 
made during those 12 years, it will be 
some time before fhere will be an- 
other supply of good whisky after this 
is gone.” 

Less than two million gallons of 
whisky has been distilled each year 
since 1929, the government permitting 
it for medicinal purposes. But of this 
stock it is estimated there is only a 
few hundred thousand gallons left. 
In a country that consumes more than 
100 million gallons of whisky annually 
it can be readily seen that a small 
quantity of old stock would have some 
value. 

Analyzes High Prices. 

Mr. Stechbart defended the current 
prices, however, with the explanation 
that the cost of handling liquor for 
16 or 17 years, its storage and its 
shrinkage by evaporation during that 
time would naturally multiply its ortl- 
ginal cost many times.

Ernest Byfield, head of Hotel Sher- 
man, a connoisseur and expert on 
fine liquors, pointed out that the gov- 
ernment’s embargo on imports had 
created an artificial value on whisky 
that will be dispelled now that the 
restriction has been lifted. But it is 
still too soon for the imports to have 
reached here since repeal. 

Blending Needed to Meet Demand. 


He asserted that there is now only 
about 20 million gallons of whisky of 
all ages in this country and that if it 
were not for the blending the supply 
wouldn’t have lasted three months. 

Mr. Byfield disagreed with those 
who hold that the price of liquors to 
the public will drop after the first 
flush of excitement is over. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that while the 
cost of the actual product will un- 
doubtedly decrease in a short time, 
the price will be kept up by an in- 
creased government tax. He predicted 
that the tax, which is now $1.10 a 
gallon, will ultimately be raised to $3

Interstate Tax Parley Is 
Proposed. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—H— 
The government busied itself today in 
freeing the flow of legal liquor and 
halting that of the bootleg product. 

Attorney General Cummings dis- 
closed that repeal had mellowed the 
attitude of the government toward 
some of the prohibition offenders. 
“The general attitude of this depart- 
ment toward first offenders, said Cum- 
mings, “will be one of extreme 
leniency if the prévious character of 
the offender has been good."’ The end 
of prohibition, Cummings said, found 
3,219 federal criminal cases pending, of 
which 600 were offenders against the 
recently repealed law. 


Foreign Envoys Busy. 


As to the quotas to be allotted for 
imported wines, liquors, brandies, more 
than a dozen diplomats, from ambassa- 
dors down, called at the state depart: 
ment to ask about that. Among the 
visitors was Sir Ronald Lindsay, Brit- 
ish representative, whose country is 
one of the biggest whisky exporters. 
The state department has not fixed 
definite quotas. 

George N. Peek, the farm adminis- 
trator, said a marketing agreement 
for the distillers, now operating under 
a temporary contract, would be pre- 
sented to them on Saturday for their 
signature. 

The final draft of that agreement 
contains a provision under which dis- 
tillers would fill at least ten per cent 
of their requirements from products 
other than grains. The origina! draft 
would have permitted unlimited use 
of existing stocks of molasses and 
other nongrain products. 


May Hold Tax Parley. 


The necessity of working out be- 
tween the federal government and 
the states some system of liquor taxa- 
tion May result in a Washington con- 
ference of representatives of the two 
groups. Suggestions have been made 
that the federal ~overnment collect all 
‘the liquor revenue and allocate to 
each state its share. This would re 
guire the setting up of agreements, 
either formal or informal, between the 
individual states and the national gov- 
ernment. 

The report of the President’s inter- 
departmental alcohol control commit- 
tee on liquor taxes and permanent reg- 
ulation has been completed and will 
be laid before the senate finance and 
house ways and means committee 
Monday, when hearings will begin. 


Get Advance Copies. 


Confidential copies of the reports 
have been given Senator Harrison 
[Dem., Miss.] and Representative 
Doughton [Dem., N. C.], chairmen of 
the senate and house committees, 
They recommend that the present 
$1.10 a gallon tax be increased to be- 
tween $2.20 and $3, with the figure 
$2.80 apparently favored. 

The liquor tax bill is to be prepared 
first in order to expedite congression- 
al action in January. The administra- 
tion wants the higher tax levy im- 
posed as quickly as possibile, to bring 
in additional revenue. The control 
bill probably will follow. 

Foreign Liquor in Demand.

Horner Approves Florida 
Extradition Plea. | 


(Picture on back page.) 7 
Gov. Horner in Springfield last 
night ordered the extradition to Filor- 
ida of James A. La Rue, escaped 
chain gang convict whose description 
of his imprisonment brought several 
persons to his aid in Chicago yester- 
day. Among them were Rosita 
Forbes, the English writer, and Mu- 
nicipal Judge Alfred O. Brickson. 
La Rue is 27 years old. Before he 
was sentenced to serve five years for 
burglary on a chain gang in Dade 
county, Florida, he was a workman 
who had lived for several years in Chi- 
cago. He went to Miami from Chi- 
cago with his wife 18 months ago and 
got work. According to his story, he 


) was arpestéd as he was leaving an un- 


occupied House. Pleading guilty to 
burglary On-the advice of an attorney 
appointed by the court, he was sent 
to the prison camp. He escaped after 
serving six months and returned to 
Chicago. 


Arrested in Chicago. 


Here La Rue was hired to do odd 
jobs by Mrs. Alberta Clawson, 445 
Reslyn place. Last month he was 
arrested after $800 worth of jewelry 
had been stolen from Mrs, Clawsan’s 
home and was then identified as an 
escaped convict. During a detective 
bureau showup he was questioned by 
Miss Forbes and won her sympathy. 

Miss Forbes retained Attorney Gren- 
ville Beardsley to defend La Rue. Afr- 
raigned yesterday before Judge Erick- 
son on the fugitive warrant and the 
robbery charge, La Rue’s story was 
told. Mrs. Clawson said she did not 
believe he took her jewelry. 

“TIT know how they treat northerners 
down there,”’ Judge Erickson told La 
Rue. “ When you come back to court 
tomorrow I will give you every pos- 
sible break.” 

Learning last night that Gov. Hor- 
ner had honored the extradition War- 
rant, Beardsley announced that he will 
appear before Chief Justice Finnegan 
in the Criminal court this morning 
with a writ of habeas corpus seeking 
La Rue's release. 

Hearing in Springfield. 

At the Springfield hearing. that pre-

Peter Coconis, owner of the Royal 
café, 3905 Cottage Grove avenue, who 
was. deprived of his Blue Hagle 
Wednesday. by action of Administrator 
Hugh Johnson, declared yesterauy that 
he had been trying to get rid of the 
bird for three weeks before it was re- 
moved by official action. 

“I tried to be honest with them,” 
Coconis said yesterday, “and I tried 
to give back the eagle, but they re- 
fused my request even after L ex- 
plained why I didn’t want it.” 

Coconis said that. he went to the 
offices of the compliance board on 
Noy. 15 and di the matter with 
George W. Doonan, local. coneiliator 
for the NRA, Business had fallen from 
$5,942.10 In September to $1.920 in No. 
vember after the close of the Fair, 
Coconis explained. He said that he 
had told Mr. Doonan that he could not 
live up to the code and had removed 
the Blue Bagle from the restaurant. 


Asks for Exemption. 


“TI told him that I could not afford 
to operate under the code and asked 
for exemption from it,” Coconis said. 
“T was told to ‘close up shop’ if I 
couldn’t make money under the code.” 

Mr. Doonan said that he did not re- 
call such a remark, but remembered 
that Coconis had made several visits 
to his office. The NRA conciliator ex- 
plained that after signing the code 
the NRA member can get exemption 
Only from Washington. ' 

“The code is a contract,” Mr. Doo- 
nan explained, “‘‘and no contract is 
voided because one of the parties to 
it desires to disregard it.” 

Coconis was charged with working 
employés in excess of the stipulated 
48 hours a week for women and 64 
hours a week for men; paying less 
than the ‘stipulated wages of 28 cents 
an hour; falsifying records and books, 
and using subterfuge to defeat the 
spirit of the reéployment agreements. 


All of the charges were denied by the | 


restaurant owner. 


Owner Fills in Records. 


Employés of Coconis testified ‘that 
they were required to sign their hour 
sheet on Monday for the week in ad- 
vance, and that the restaurant owner 
filled In the records himself. 

“I was born in Greece, but I’m an 
American citizen,” “I'm certainly 
against the NRA if it ruins you be- 
cause you try to be honest with the 
officials. I was forced by the condl- 
tion of business to reduce my force 
from twenty-four to eleven, and it 
Was some of the persons | fired who 
testified against me. 

“TI do.not believe that is fair. If 
I fired a waitress because she broke 
dishes or was inefficient she could 
complain to the NRA offielals to get 
even. I have been in the café busi- 
ness for 20 years and I know that 99 
per cent of the restaurant owners 
cannot make money if they live up 
to the code. 1 also know that many 
of the restaurant owners are not liv- 
ing up to the code. I was honest with 
them and I'm the goat.”

Truck Crew Kidnaped and 
Forced to Long Drive.

The two men, both employés of the 
Akron Truck Owners’ ht com- 
pany of Akron, told the polite that 
While on thelr way from Akron to 
Omaha, Neb., they were driving their 
truck toward Mendota on Wednesday 
when a small sedan in which three 
men were riding blocked the highway 
and forced them to stop. 

As they di@ so the men, displaying 
revolvérs, pulled them from the seat. 
While one of the hijackers drove the 
truck the other two men followed in 
the smaller car, guarding their pris- 
oners. The two automobiles were 
@riven over a circuitous route, taken 
@vidently to confuse Snyder and Bat- 
Man. Eventually they arrived at the 
Berkici farm. 

In their statements to police Snyder 
and Batman said that Berkici greeted 
the hijackers and helped them pull the 
tires from the truck. Meanwhile Mrs. 
Berkici was stationed in the car and 
told to scream if Sfhyuer or Batnian at- 
tempted to escape. With the tirés ufi- 
loaded the hijackers drove the two 
cars toward Chicago, where, at a point 
mear Harlem avenwe, Snyder and Bat- 
Man were ordered out. 

Drive Over Roads to Find Trail. 

Through Blue Island police the two 
mnen informed state police of the rob- 
Dery. All yesterday morfiing, the palr, 
With state troopers drove over high- 
Ways in the vicinity of Mendota, &t- 
tempting to follow thé trail from the 
point where the hijaeKifig occtirred 
Finally Snyder noted a familiar road 
and eventually he led the police to the 
farmhouse near Wolf road. 

Mrs. Perkici was alofie ih the house. | 
working in the kitchen, when the po- 
lice arrived. She was idéntified and 
then held in an upper room until her 
husband, who she said had been on a 
trip to Joliet, returned. He was then 
seized. 

The Berkicis dented any part tn the 
robbery when they were questioned at 
the jail. They said the hijackers had 
informed them that the truck had bro- 
ken doWn. They said that the tirex 
were to be unloaded go that it could 
be repaired. During the wufilonding, 
the Berkicis said, they notited thar 
one of the hijackers was carrying a 
revolver and suspected that a robbery 
had occurred, They were then toid 
by the men that if they reported the 
matter to police they would be killed, 
they said. 

Other Hijackings Unsolved. 


Most recent hijackings within the 
Chicago area have gone unsolved, the 
stolen trucks usually being found 
empty and abandoned after the holdup 

Heeding a piea of the cartage theft 
Committee of the Chicago Association 
of Commerce, Mayor Kelly recently 
ordered the strength of the cartage 
theft detail of the Chicago polite de- 
Partment to be doubled.

Told to Speed Projects 


A me was issued yesterday to 
Tilinois that it may lose some of its 
share of civil! works administration 
jobs to Other states if it does not 
speed up the-employment of men and 
| women. The admonition followed by 
“twenty-four ‘hours the granting of 
45,000 new jobs to the state, raising 
‘Tiiinois’ total to 231,750 jobs. 

Howard O. Hunter, field representa- 
‘| tive in six states of the federal CWA, 
pointed out that the President’s de- 
sires had been for the employment of 
the nation’s full quota of 4,000,000 
men by. Dec. 15, if possible. With 
only a week remaining before that 
deadline, this state, and especially 
Cook county, is far from that goal, he 


stated. 
»  §ituation Downstate. 


In downstate Illinois, Mr. Hunter 
revealed, 67,369 men are at work and 
27,584 additional jobs are about to be 
filled, making a total of 94,853 of a 
total quota of 108,737 jobs which have 
been assigned. The picture in Cook 
county ig not as bright. The job quota 
in this area is 123,013, with 76,867 men 
at work and another 10,410 about to 
be employed. 

There thus remain 49,620 jobs to be 
filled, Mr. Hunter pointed out, with a 
dearth of suitable projects in sight to 
care for this many men. 

In contrast, he revealed, the other 
five states over which he has juris- 
diction have already filled their quo- 
tas or are about to employ all the 
men they are permitted. Ohio and In- 
diana have more projects than jobs 
and are asking for an enlargement 
of their quotas, he said. West Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky have filled their 
quotas. Michigan is nearing comple- 
tion of its quota, 


Must Have Approval. 


Last night, Mr. Hunter received 
word from Washington that the gov- 
ernment would not consider a state's 
job quota as filled unless enouch 
projects had been approved by Dec. 
9 to indicate that the full quota would 
be needed. 

Instead of leaving Chicago as he 
had planned, Mr. Hunter decided to 
remain until today when he will con- 
fer with officials and point out to them 
that all projects must be approved by 
midnight tomorrow or Illinois stands 
to lose many thousands of jobs. 

Mr. Hunter revealed that a project 
for the employment of 20,000 men to 
clear away the spollage banks on the 
| banks of the drainage canal was be- 
'ing considered and would help to solve 
the reémployment problem for Cook 
county if it is approved. 


Would Be Used as Fill.

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Stores Find Buyirig Boom 
Like ‘Good Old Days.’

Ten thousand jobs that pay the sa)- 
aries that buy the goods that make 
Christmas cheery have been opened in 
the loop strip of State street. On the 
basis of an average increase of 18 per 


cent in the sales staffs of the large 
stores, recruited to handle the Yuletide 
trade, that brisk atmosphere of the 
“ good old days’ of 1926, 1927, and 1928 
appeared yesterday to be abroad in 
the land. 

Most of the State street extra work- 
ers, or contingents, as one store desig- 
nates them, had plenty to do yester- 
day. For the shoppers were out in 
force and have been, merchants re- 
ported, since the start of the holiday 
Season, the day after Thanksgiving. 
The new employés welcomed the ac- 
tivity after periods of unemployment. 


10,000 Workers Added. 


Each of the more important stores 
along State street reported staffs en- 
larged from 10 per cent to 32 per cent 
over the same period in 1932. Gauged 
by the norma] number of salespeople 
employed in each of the larger depart- 
ment stores, it was apparent that the 
total of new jobs in State street must 
be well over the 10,000 mark. 

Thus Chicago seems well on the way 
to a fair contribution to the 450,000 
extra workers the National Retail Dry 
Goods association has estimated will 
find jobs during the holidays. And 
there can be no doubt that Chicago 
business houses are garnering a healthy 
share of the 4 million dollars the same 
organization sets as the probable 
Christmas expenditures of the country 


‘in 1933. 


When a 350 million dollar melon its 
cut by the Christmas savings clubs 
later this month, Chicagoans by the 
thousands will be among the 8 mil- 
lion expected to share in the benefits. 
And many millions more in dividends 
to stockholders will go out from many 
concerns to stimulate the circulation 
of funds still further and aid in restor- 
ing the country to economic health 
and strength. 

A Different Christmas Season, 


“In several ways it’s a different 
Christmas season,”’ one State street 
executive said yesterday. “* There's 
the fact that Thanksgiving, which al- 
ways starts off the holiday, was a 
week later this year than usual. That 
makes the shopping time until Christ- 
mas about as short as it has been in a 
generation. So the shoppers who have 
one the calendar are hard at 
their purchasing, but there are a great 
people who haven't yet begun 
to realize how short the time is. 

“Then there's the fact that Christ- 
mas will be on Monday, which brings 
Christmas eve preparations into the 
Sunday schedule. Usually the day be- 
fore the big day is quite slow in the 
stores, but because of the one day in- 
terval this time, we expect to do a 
good business on the proceeding Satur- 
day.

BRITISH COLONEL 
HURT IN CHICAGO 
STARTS FOR HOME

Col. William Francis Forbes-Sempill, 
representative of the British air min- 
istry on the Graf Zeppelin in its 
flight to Chicago in October, who was 
severely injuned in an automobile ac- 
cident on the outer drive on Oct. 27, 
left the Mercy hospital yesterday and 
took a train for New York, where he 
will sail for England tomorrow. 

Col. Forbes-Sempill has recovered 
fully from the accident, in which he 
suffered two skull fractures, according 
to his physician, Dr. F. C. Sawyer. 
Charles Dollfus of Paris, representa- 
tive of the French air ministry on 
the Zeppelin’s flight, who was also 
injured in the automobile accident, left 
the hospital more than a week ago. 

When the accident occurred Col. 
Forbes-Sempill, and Mr. Dollfus were 
being driven in the automobile, an ex- 
perimental three wheeled type, to Chi- 
cago airport, where they planned to 
board a plane for Akron, O., to rejoin 
the Zeppelin for its homeward trip. 
The automobile skidded, turned over 
three times, and killed the driver, 
Francis T. Turner, an aviation me- 
chanic of Birmingham, Ala. 

In. England Col, Forbes-Sempill is 
regarded as one of the leading avi- 
ation authorities. He is the heir of 
Lord Sempill of Scotland. He served 
an engineering apprenticeship in the 
Royal Flying corps shops prior to the 
war, and during the war rose to the 
rank of colonel in the flying corps. 
In 1921 he helped organize the Im- 
perial Japanese naval air service, and 
in 1926 aided in forming the Greek 

naval air service.

But Reed Will Back Plan 
to Stabilize Dollar. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 7.—(4)-—-De- 
scribing congress as ready to adopt 
almost any kind of inflation, U. 8. 
Senator David A. Reed today prom- 
ised wholehearted support to President 
Roosevelt in a move to stabilize the 


dollar. 

In a speech before a joint meeting 
of the Philadelphia board of trade and 
the Manufacturers’ and Bankers’ club 


the Pennsylvania Republican said: 

“Tf a vote were taken today in the 
national legislature on the proposition 
to pay the government's expenses and 
refund the national debt by unsecured 
paper currency I believe it would pass 
by a considerable margin. 

“T pray the President may have the 
courage and strength to resist the 
pressure for direct inflation. 

“Tf he does it will be my privilege 
and the privilege of the other Repub- 
licans in congress to fight beside him.” 


Not Question of Polities. 


In an interview preceding his speech 
Senator Reed expressed regret that he 
had been portrayed as opposed to the 
President's drive for industrial re- 
covery. 

“I don't knaw what his money plans 
are,” said the senator. “If they are 
sound I expect to be fighting shoulder 
to shoulder with him. It isn’t a ques- 
tion of politics in the partisan sense.” 

Reed asserted the fight for inflation 
will be led by the west and south. 

Saying southern industry would be 
“ devastated ” by its continuance, Reed 
called for an early abolition of the 
NRA to escape “disastrous” results 
throughout the entire country.

Black- 
well Smith, associate counsel, is paid 
$6,000; 21 others are paid from $4,000 
to $5,600 annually, and the pay of the 
9 remaining ranges from $2,600 to 
$4,000. Among the lay assistants to 
Mr. Richberg is Angus Roy Shannon 
Jr., at $3,825. 

The “ newspaper readers,” the “ ex- 
pert reader,”’ and “ the reader and ab- 
stractor,” it was explained, were em- 
ployed by the “ division of press in- 
telligence,” an organization main- 
tained by contributions from all gov- 
ernmént departments, created under 
the new deal to scrutinize with min- 
ute care all news items and editorials 
printed in all principal newspapers of 
the United States. 


Ten Are Paid $6,000 


Three division administrators and 
nine deputy administrators are paid 
the top at $6,000. Other top men are 
Linton N. Collins, personnel director;

Oscar B. Ryder, chief of the imports 
division; Victor Von Czeliski, chief 
statistician, and Dexter M. Keezer, dl- 
rector of the consumers’ advisory 
board.

Eight deputy administrators, along 
with Miss Robinson, receive $5,780 per 
year. 

Among the other titles listed in the 
payroll dre junior economists, senior 
economists, associate and assistant 
economists, and just plain economists;

statisticians; supervisors, special ad- 
visers, labor advisers, economic ad- 
visers, investigators, assistant inves- 
tigators, research assistants, examin- 
ers, analysts, code analysts.

. titles are: “‘ Aide—grade A” and “ aide 
-—grade B,” who are paid salaries 
ranging. from $2,210 to $3,060.

Washington, D. C., Dec, 7.—[Spe- 
cial.]J—The resignation of George N. 
Peek of Illinois as administrator of 
the farm adjustment act was regarded 
tonight as the certain climax of his 
spectacular breach with the radical 
element in the farm administration. 

At the end of a day which saw 
first one and then the other of the 
embattled AAA factions closeted with 
President Roosevelt in an effort to 
iron out the difficulty, Mr. Peek de- 
clared that his resignation is not im- 
minent. That it will be submitted. 
however, he would not deny. 

Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace, definitely allied with the 
“young liberals,"’ maintained a strict 
silence regarding the situation, as did 
Assistant Secretary Guy Rexford Tug- 
well and General Counsel Jerome 
Frank, leaders of the radical school 
of thought in the administration. 


“Brains Trust” to Win. 


But they were certain tonight that 
the departmental] “brains trust’ 
stands to win the bitter contest over 
policy and that Mr. Peek’s resigna- 
tion is but a matter of a day or two.

He asserted that modern life 
is lived principally on the “ biologica! 
level.” After completing this forma! 
address, Mr. Wallace told the assem- 
bled pastors of how the biological level 
of present living and thinking tends 
to seep into his household. He referred 
to the prevalence of. socia) drinking. 

“I am perfectly astounded with cer- 
tain facts in reference to the liquor 
question,” said the secretary in a semi- 
confidential tone after he had finished 
his set speech. The church leaders 
leaned forward, some of them cupping 
their ears. “I am astouned when I 
sense this practice as being associated 
with a _ sophisticated materialism. 
People accepting the dog saat dog 
philosophical and biological ‘evel of 
human life of the 19th century have 
concluded that they may as well en- 
joy themselves while they may. 

“The people who are accepting this 
standard,” Mr. Wallace continued, 
“are people of good standing, yet their 
attitude is of the nature which denies 
everything every one in this room 
holds dear. Our children associate 
with the children of these people aad 
tend to become like them.” 


Stronger Sense of Reality. 


Secretary Wallace then explained 
that the only.method of combating 
this tendency “to live on the biologt- 


cal level” is to “get hold of a much | 
stronger sense of reality than most of | 


us have. We have all been contami- 
nated with the poison which says that 
human nature is vile and sinful, and 
that its chief work is to strive for ad- 


vantage over others equally vile with | 


ourselves. 
But now, under the New Deal, the 
secretary continued, the time has come 
when the Sermon on the Mount can 
be true. He asserted that the old order 
is to be reversed and that instead of 
religion existing to give sancti to 
political or economic programs, t 
programs must be made to serve the 
artistic and religious elements in man.

‘commonwealth’ by threatening to er- 
ploy force of arms 

The “ Irish Afussolint ” asserted that 
but for this threat the Irish people 
would be free within , twenty-four 
hours. 

“While relations between the two 
,Sountries rest on a basis of force,” 
‘continued De Valera, “there can be 
mo real understanding, mo real friend- 
ship betweén us and the British peo- 
gle. For 750 years Ireland has striven 
‘to win back her independence. She 
will not cease now.” 

Answers Britain. 

The president’s message was in an- 
wer to a request that he declare his 
position in view of England's latest 
refusal to discuss the age old ques- 
tion of Irish Independence. 

This issue, which neither diplomacy 
mor the boggy battlefields of Ireland 
have laid, has come to the fore again, 


partly because of the insistent de-} 


mands of many of De Valera’s fol- 
lowers that he establish a republic 
forthwith. 

The president once more demanded 
that the British government make an 
uinequivocal declaration as to whether 
it would resort to force of arms if 
the Irish people declared their ab- 
solute independence. He has long 
tried unsuccessfully to get an answer 
‘to this query. His fresh effort met 
with no better result, Downing street 
declining to discuss what was described 
es a hypothetical question. At this 
§uncture De Valera was asked for a 
statement of policy. 


Cables Answer. 


In response, this American born ex- 

(college professor, whose dominating 
‘personality has carried him to well 
migh dictatorial leadership, cabled his 
@hswer in no uncertain terms. 
, De Valera cited that the Free State 
had asked J. H. Thomas, British secre- 
tary for dominions, to “say straight- 
forwardly that the exercise by the 
Irish people of their right to sever 
the forced connection with the British 
commonwealth would not lead to war 
for other aggressive action by the Brit- 
ish government.” 

“Mr. Thomas has refused to an- 

er,” continued De Valera. “ He has 
rdone so because he knows and the 
British government knows that the 
present relationship with Great Britain 
would not last 24 hours if the Irish 
people were free to end it. 

“Mr. Thomas attempts to deny that 
the treaty of 1921 was forced on Ire- 
land by a threat of immediate war. 
Published statements by four of the 
treaty signatories, including Lloyd 
George and Austen Chamberlain are, 
however, conclusive evidence that the 
threat was made, and Mr. Thomas’ 
fatest dispatch is itself proof that the 
British government is not yet willing 
to withdraw it.” 

As to what his next step might be, 
De Valera was silent. His decision is 
made more difficult by the - hostility 
shown against everything English by 
ithe strong Republican party, which is 
cemanding immediate separation. 

Awaits Ulster Alliance. 


Despite the fact that De Valera was 
one of the leaders of the rebellion of 
“bloody Easter week”’’ in 1916, and as 
e result rested within the shadow of 
the gallows, he is not a doctrinaire 
Republican. He is a separatist, but 
he is prepared for any form of gov- 
ernment the people want, even a mon- 
archy, as he himself has stated. 

De Valera's close followers say there 
is mo doubt he would force the issue 
immediately but for two things. He 
wants Ulster to join the movement, 
60 as to secure a united Ireland, and 
he wishes assurance that Britain will 
not make war on Ireland ff there is 
@ separation. 

As regards Ulster, political, econom- 
ic, and religious differences have been 
keeping the two sections apart, and 
the feeling between them is bitter. It 
is not long ago that Ulster leaders de- 
clared there never could be a union 
of the two sections. 

Up to this juncture De Valera has

Senator McNary was worried about 
the publisher of a periodical or news- 
paper who might carry an advertize- 
ment which was later found fraudu- 
lent by the department of agriculture; 
would the publisher be liable. Mr. 
Campbell said, ‘‘ Absolutely not.” 

Opponents of the proposed measure 
are scheduled to be heard tomorrow.

France Stands by Treaty. 


PARIS, Dec. 17.~-)-—-Neither Pre- 
mier Mussolini's attack on the league 
of nations nor .the rumored prepara- 
tion by Chancellor Hitler of a’ five 
point plan for Franco-German friend- 
ship had succeeded tonight in shaking 
France's faith in the league and her 
determination fo protect her rights. 
A government spokesman said the 
league was certain te remain a demo- 
crati¢e institution, but France was will 
ing to listen to any. suggestion for a 
procedure of: simplification. 

The stand taken by former Premier 
Herriot in direct opposition to opening 
negotiationg with Germany over dis- 
position of the Saar territory was _em- 
phasized ag guccessive to the govyern- 
ment’s determination to maintain the 
status of the Versailles treaty untill a 
safe peace is assured. 

Herriot expressed his opposition to- 
day before the chamber of deputies 
foreign affairs committee, which ex- 
pressed thereafter its own opposition 
to opening Saar negotiations with Ger- 
many. 

Herriott warned that the little en- 
tente might be offended, adding, 
‘Every time the French government 
has received peaceful assurances from 
the German government, the facts 
were quickly denied,” by subsequent 
actions.

Mr. Alfred Rosenberg, head of the 
Nazi party’s foreign political division, 
urged in a startling editorial in «4 
Munich newspaper that all animosities 
between Russia and Germany be for- 
gotten, The editorig]l appeared a few 
hours before Litvinov’s arrival. 


"Tries to Soothe Russia. 


The Nazi foreign chief expressed 
hope that Litvinov would note the 
“ gbjective spirit’’ prevailing in Ber: 
lin toward the soviets. 

“This would only. serve to promote 
mutual interests,” Re wrote, “ While 
Germany has eliminated communism 
within its own borders, not only out- 
wardly, but also inwardly, it is alto- 
gether wrong to assume that nationa! 
socialism wants to project its philoso- 
phic differences upon foreign politics.’ 

As if to preclude any ‘possibility of 
negotiating with German governmen' 
representatives, Litvinov left the Rus- 
slan embassy bullding soon after hic 
arrival “‘on purely private business,” 
and the embassy stated he would not 
return. until it was time to catch the 
train for Moscow. 

Does Not Wait for Bullitt, 

Litvinov’s decision not to await the 
arrival in Berlin of United States am- 
bassador to Moscow, William C. Bul- 
litt, who reached England today, also 


was regarded as indicating that he in- 


tended to leave Berlin without accord- 
ing the German authorities any oppor- 
tunity for an extended meeting. 

Glowing tribute paid to Litvinov re- 
centiy in the German press was in- 
terpreted in some quarters to mean 
that Chancellor Hitler, himself, had 
ordered a change of policy toward 
Russia.

IRISH LIBERTY. 


President de Valera of the Irish Free State 
asked the British government to say definitely 
whether the right of withdrawal from the com- 
monwealth was now conceded or denied.

A senate committee has been investigating the 
relations of the Chase bank in New York to the 
Fox film interests, The Associated Press reports 
that “the senate investigators received evidence 
that the Chase National bank lent 6 million dol- 
lars ip 1930 to General Theaters Equipment, Inc. 
for market operations in Fox Film stock, de- 
signed to strengthen the market preliminary to 
large financing operations.” A vice president of 
the Chase Securities corporation testified that at 
the time of the 6 million dollar loan the Fox Film 
company was facing the problem of refinancing 
‘65 million dollars of maturing notes. Mr. Pecora, 
counsel for the committee, said the market oper- 
ations were calculated to boost the price of Fox 
stock and thus add to the attractiveness of the 
refinancing issue in the eyes of the public.

Many beer retailers will be chagrined by this de- 
velopment. After with all the re- 
quirements of the law, including a substantial license 
fee paid toward the support of state and local gov- 
ernments, they find themgelves denied a privilege 
that may be legally exercised by all the former boot- 
leggers. In fact, the situation is one that seems 
likely to make bootleggers of thousands of licensed 
dealers on same day all the other bootieggers 
become lawful merchants. 

If this sounds like law out of “Alice in Wonderland” 
ainly it is not a product of statesmanship— 
still as a practical matter it has a certain social 
value. If the principle could be set up and main- 
tained that there is a wide and important difference 
Letween beer and wine on the one hand, and strong 
drinks on the other, something would be gained. 

Three point two beer has been good for the coun- 
try. It has proved in fact nonintoxicating. It is 
being sold in thousands of villages that never did, 
and never will, tolerate the whisky saloon. The Iili- 
nois beer tavern, under the law of last April, 
been pretty generally a place giving no offense to 
public decorum or high standards of social welfare.

DUSLIN.~The Irish Free State 
government has outlined a scheme for 
the formation of a new volunteer 
army, presttmably to supplement the 
standing army, which has ieen re- 
duced to very small mensions. The 


army proper consists of only 6,000 men 
of all ranks and costs about £5,000,000 
annually. At the close of the civil war 
the army numbered 50,000 men. 

The intention behind the new scheme 
of voluntary service is probably as 
much sociological as it is military. The 
government no doubt figures that 
among the large number of men who 
have had military training there are 
many who desire to continue their 
training as an 0Ooffset against the 
monotony of village and rural life, to 
which most of them have returned: 
but also it would be good for many 
others who may be unemployed or in 
purely casual occupations to spend 
some time every week in local halls. 
where, in addition to military train- 
ing, they would have opportunity for 
various forms of athletics — useful 
not merely to keep them fit physically 
but algo to remove them from other 
sorts of mischief. 

The new volunteer force would num- 
ber up to 20,000 men. They would re- 
ceive some small payment for attend- 
ance at drills, and would report at a 
chosen center each summer for a 
morth’s training. They would thus 
be kept continually in shape to turn 
out in event of emergency, to supple 
ment either the military or the civil 
police force. 

In theory, as the experience of the 
American National Guard will show, 
the projeet is wholly reasonable, but 
doubts. are -fraised.

Ministers attending the wn of 
the Chicago area council of the Méth- 
odist Episeopal church y y were 
warned not to attempt 16 ad- 
justment. of marital difficu iaiect ‘fat 
least one-half of the cases “which come 
to their attention. — 

While the Christian pastor is, par- 
ticularly fitted to act as counsel in 
from one-third to one-half of the sit- 
uations which lead to broken homes, 
he will do well in other cases to seek 
the help of the social worker and the 
physician, Dr. William J. Sadler, 
psychiatrist, told the Methodists. 

“It is especially dangerous for the 
minister to attempt alone the solution 
ot marital difficulties to which sex 
maladjustment is a major contribut- 
ing factor,’’ Dr. Sadler said. 


Seek to Mend Broken Homes.’ 


The ministers voted to exert the in- 
fluence of the church in an effort to 
restore broken homes by adopting the 
report of the commission on Chris- 
tian homes which urged the under- 
taking of this responsibility. The 
council also approved a plan of “‘life- 
adjustment clinics ’’ in which the min- 
ister, a physician, psychiatrist,: and 
social workers will be associated in 
the treatment of human problems. 

Dr.: Sadler listed, in ‘the order of 
their importance, the following seven 
causes of broken homes: Money difi- 
culties, sex incompatability or ignor- 
ance, temperamental mismatings, chil- 
dren and disagreements among par- 
ents and relatives as to child care, “‘ in- 
laws,” matters of religion and philos- 
ophy of lifé, and illness, especially 
neurosis. 

The commission's report called at- 
tention to the fact that in both cities 
and villages there exists a dearth-of 
homes and apartments fit for habita- 
tion at a rental possible for families 
with incomes of $2,000 a year or less. 
Homeseekers were advised in the re 
port to look for privacy and sanita- 
tion rather than “a palatial entrance 
and elaborate mechanical  contri- 
vances.” 


‘To Form Temperance Committees. 


Temperance committees in each of 
the denomination’s 1,200 churches in 
Illinois will be formed in a drive 
against the liquor evil, the council de- 
cided. The campaign indorsed by Dr. 
Clarence True Wilson, head of the 
church’s board of temperance and 
public morals, will be aimed at homes, 
churches, and schools with a view to 
spreading scientific knowledge about 
the effect of alcohol on the human 
system. 

The Methodist church will not con- 
tent itself with an educational. cam- 
paign, however, it was announced, A 
fight will be made to outlaw liquor 
wherever possible by local option, it 
was declared, and officials pledged to 
enforee local liquor laws will be-sup

If the plan of the board of local im-

Application Before U. 8. 


An application of the city of Chi- 
cago, prepared by the department of 
public works, for a fixed bridge permit 
for North Ashland avenue is now 
pending before the war department, 
but the board of local improvements 
has interested Mayor Kelly in its plan 
for a movable bridge. A permit for 
a movable bridge could be obtained 
immediately, and the plan of the mov«

There were yards of 
imported gold lace, wrapped about the 
six foot four frame of Sir Ronald 
luindsay, the British bassador. 

There was a streak of ite pants 
bound in silver as the Belgian ambas- 
sador, the wealthy Mr. Paul May, 
bowed low over Mrs. Roosevelt's hand. 
There was a swish of soft plumes as 
scholarly M, Andre De Laboulaye. 

There was a murmur of “there she 
is, isn’t she stunning?” as Chicago's 
Courtney Letts, now the bride of 
Senor BHspil, the Argentinean ambas- 
sador, walked through the Hast room 
on her way to shake hands with the 
President of the United States.

Several new items, including a 
wide range of liquors for home con- 
sumption, may be added to the week- 
end shopping list of Chicagoland's 
housewives today. Some of them are 
at reduced prices, others have been 
marked up somewhat in the last fort- 
night. 

Fishermen from Lakes Erie, Su- 
perior, and Michigan, as well as along 
the easterh coast and the gulf, are 
sending in freshly caught sea foods in 
wide variety. to compete for a place 
on the new menus made possible by 
legalized wines and whiskies, In local 
stores will be found shrimps, pam- 
pano, perch, pike, trout, halibut, had- 
dock, oysters in the shell and in bulk, 
bluefish fillets and a goodly range of 
smoked and canned seafoods. 


Fish as Cheap as Last Year. 

Prices on most of the fish items will 
be found no higher than they were 
before Christmas last year, and in 
some cases even lower. 

Among the food items which have 
increased slightly in cost in Chicago 
stores are some kinds of apples, celery, 
lettuce, grapes, tomatoes, potatoes, 
and cranberries. To offset this rise, 
however, bargains are to be found in 
citrus fruits and some items of canned 
foods. 

Large shipments of oranges from 
California and Florida, grapefruit 
from the gulf states, and lemons from 
the western orchards have brought 
prices at retail down in the last few 
days, just in time to greet the new 
demand for mixed drinks. Tangerines 
end pears also are plentiful and rea- 
sonably_ priced. 

Poultry Prices Remain Low. 

In the meat markets the tastes of 
the season are being met by very low 
prices for hams and picnics (fore- 
quarters resembling ham but smaller 
than hams), roasts of lamb and beef 
and a liberal supply of beefsteaks at 
low prices. Poultry prices which were 
the lowest in many years at Thanks- 
giving still are just as low if not 
lower, in contrast to a rise in prices 
of turkeys, ducks, and geese which 
took place last year between holidays. 

Many stores are offering bargains 
in cheese, including the aged _ va- 
rieties as well as those processed and 
sold in bulk. Bread, butter, eggs, 
bacon and nutmeats are still at prices 
as low as have been recorded here 
since early summer, in some cases 
being even lower this week than they 
were a weck ago.

FIT FOR A KING 
IF. MADE RIGHT 


Here Are Some Recipes 
and New Ideas. 


BY MABEL BRYANT. 


When the cook announces that 
“SOUP’S. ON” it must mean more 
than just that a shin bone of beef 
has been thrown into the soup pot 
along with a few stray bits of greens 
covered with water and called soup. 
But, if time and thought is given to 
the preparation of this liquid nour- 
ishment, it may be made: into some- 
thing which will indeed appease the 
appetite. 

Soup should be sustaining, yet it 

should not spoil the appetite unless 
a very heavy soup with a salad is to 
be considered the meal. When a for- 
mal dinner calling for ‘“‘from soup to 
nuts” is on the menu, soup is then 
but the prelude to the meal. 
When a large coal kitchen range 
was in every home it was customary 
for most every housewife to keep her 
stock pot on the. back of the stove 
at all times. Into this went bits of 
meat, fow] and bones with soup greens. 
It was the foundation of bouillon or 
consomme. But with the gas and 
electric stoves filling the space held 
by the coal stove, the stock pot tost 
its place and thus was lost the founda: 
tion for many fine soups. 


Try These Suggestions. 


A roast lamb bone or ribs from a | 
standing beef roast can be conjured | 
into soup so nourishing and tasty, | 


sert one doesn’t need much more to 
satisfy the hunger. When soup is 
| made from left overs it is well to add 
/one or two bouillon beef cubes for 
'they add the needed juices that have 
been lost in the roast. 

There isn’t a nation on this old 
globe but what has its own special 
brand of soup. And with some Ma- 
tions, the making of soup is just short 
of being a ritual. Such soups are 
not to be trifled with. Do you sprin- 
kle grated cheese on your soup? If 
not, try doing so—grated Parmesan 
preferred. This way of serving soup 
is very popular with Italians, and 
they know their soups. 

If one doesn’t care to prepare soup 
fro mthe “ground up” a very delici- 
ous soup may be made by combining 
two or three cans of popular brands 
of canned soups. Where two or three 


flavors are used with the addition of 


irice or noodles, the result is bound 


'to be a pleasant surprise for those 
who have never eaten this combina- 
tion before. 

One recipe calling for two cans of 
canned soups is made with 1 can of 
tomato soup and 1 of clear consomme. 
1 cupful of cooked macaroni cut into 
short pieces, 3 full teaspoonfuls sugar, 
% teaspoon of celery salt, % teaspoon 
of salt and 3 teaspoons of mushroom 
catsup. Put tomato soup into double 
boiler. Slowly add the consomme, the 
seasoning, macaroni, and a large lump 
of butter. When well heated pour 
into bowls. On top of each serving 
put 1 tablespoon of puffed wheat 
which has been heated in a saucepan 
with butter. 

A very fine soup made with ox-talls, 
and which to.be perfect also calls 
for sherry wine, may be made now 
without any fear as every good cook 
should at all times have a bottle of 
sherry wine on her pantry shelf. To 
make this soup is as follows: 

3 level tablespoons dripping or other fat 

ox-tails cut in 2 inch pieces 
large onion 

carrot 

sprigs parsley 

bay leaf 

Stalks celery 

quarts cold water

COMMUNITY. FUND 
NEARLY HALF WAY 
TO $4,000,000 GOAL 


Forty-five group chairmen in the 
trades and industries division of the 
community fund met at a luncheon 


yesterday in the Union League club 
and heard a report that contributions 
so far total $1,943,346. The goal of 
the drive is $4,000,000, to support 102 
social and welfare agencies. 

Charlies W. Berquist, chairman of 
the trades and industries division, pre- 
sided at the luncheon. 

“We know that there are about 
800,000 employed persons in Chicago 
making a living or better than a 
living,”’ said H. A. Behrens, co-chair- 
man of the campaign. “In this cam- 
paign we are asking them to pledge a 
half day's pay a month for six 
months, It is certainly conservative 
to estimate that half a day’s pay is 
not.less than a dollar, on the average. 

“So, if we can get 800,000 persons 
to subacribe, we have $4,800,000. It is 
probably ftmpossible to get all of them 
to subscribe, because we can't reach 
them all. Some @mployers are sc 
blind to the need that they will not 
give their employés the opportunity to 
contribute to the assistance of half a 
million aged, crippled, and sick. But 
if we can get 400,000 pledges, we will 
have $2,400,000. That would be only 
one In two of the people employed, and 
that amount, added to the generous 
pledges we have received from larze 
donors will give us more than we are 
seeking.”

Vionnet’s F ur 
Capes Anchored 
by Neat Aprons

ARIS.—[{Special.]—Consider well 
the Vionnet cape, shown in our 
sketch. It is a mode] that is 
making new fashions in Paris, 
and Vionnet makes it, now, also in 
cloth, and in velvet for evening. 
The cape of gray broadtail is full 
length and is cut circular. It does 
not pretend to meet In front, but ends 
just in front of the arms, where it is 
attached to the body part of the 
model from the neckline to the breast.

Haven't you a tremendous admira- 
tion for the women who are bringing 
up their children under terrible handi- 
caps? Without their realizing it, their 
sublime courage creeps into many of 
their letters. As to the women who 
through death or sickness—or through 
desertion or some other marital diffi- 
culty—are bringing up their children 
alone, the number is legion. 

One of my regular correspondents 
have had great trouble. She has to 
live in an unfortunate location and 
decided to deal frankly with the situa- 
tion. Part of her letter follows:

Bill Hewitt started his second sea- 
son i.. professional football with a 
reputation as one of the best ends in 
the league, a hard hitting, accurate 
blocker and vicious tackler. But 
otherwise he was obscured by the 
many players in pro football who earn 
their living as exponents of post- 
graduate perfection. He reported for 
early practice at Notre Dame and 
there was no doubt that he would be 
kept on the squad when the final 
selection of 22 players was made by 
Coach George Halas. 


If Hewitt had been satisfied with 
his record he still would be one of 
the best ends in professional] football. 
But Bill, loving the game as he does, 
was not content with mediocrity or 
with a performance calculated only to 
keep his job. 


Instead, he started the league sea- 
gon with a performance which never 
has been duplicated, and he inspired 
his teammates so that they continued 
to bowl over all opposition and now 
are winners of the western division of 
the league, with a higher average 
than the New York Giants, winners 
in the eastern group of five teams. 

Green Bay always has been one of 
the best elevens in the National 
league. For three years, 1929 to 1931 
inclusively, the Packers held first 
place. The Bears, as usual, opened in 
Green Bay this fall. Green Bay, scor- 
ing on @ perfect pass to Al Rose, led 
the Bears 7 to 0 until the last three 
minutes of the game. Then Hewitt 
swung into action.

Rose to National Fame 
as Horseman at 
Notre Dame. 


Elmer Layden, a member of the fa- 
mous Four Horsemen, whose appoint- 
ment as héad football coach at Notre 
Dame is expected to be announced to- 
morrow, was one of the lightest and 
fastest full backs in the history of 
the American gridiron. Weighing only 
160 pounds at the height of his ca- 
reer, he was able to plow through 
enemy lines with the effectiveness of 
a 200 pounder. 

He began his football career at 
Davenport, Ia., where he was an all- 


round athlete at the city high school. 
In 1921 he entered Notre Dame and 
played quarter back on the freshman 
team as an alternate for Harry Stuhl- 
dreher. 

When he was ready for varsity foot- 
ball in his sophomore year he was 
thrown in with Castner and was 
forced to do relief work. 


Elmer Gains Full Stardom 
During Junior Year. 


The next fall, as a junior, he was 
given a regular assignment at full 
back and gained wide recognition. 
That season Notre Dame went with- 
out a defeat until the last game of the 
season, when it was beaten by Ne- 
braska. During the next season, 1924, 
Layden and the other members of the 
Four Horsemen developed into one of 
the most polished scoring mechanisms 
the gridiron has ever known. 

The Notre Dame players were un- 
beaten throughout their regular sched- 
ule and were invited to represent the 
east against Leland Stanford univer- 
sity in the Tournament of Roses at 
Pasadena, Cal. Notre Dame was vic- 
torious in that engagement also and 
was conceded the national champion- 
ship. 

Graduating from Notre Dame in 
1926, Layden played professional foot- 
ball for one season, receiving as much 
as $1,500 for one game in Florida in 
which an all-star team composed 
mostly of Notre Dame men played a 
local aggregation. 

In 1926 he became coach at Colum- 
bia college; Dubuque, Ia. Duquesne 
university opened negotiations with 
him the next year and landed Layden 
with a contract which took effect in 
September, 1927. 

Layden succeeded Frank P. McDer- 
mott, former Buc’ nell star, as head 
coach and took with him as his first 
assistant the late Dr. Johnny Weibel, 
guard on the famous Four Horsemen 
team of 1924, 


Eastern Elevens Discover 
Duquesne Has a Coach. 


The season just closed was the most 
successful in the history of football at 
Duquesne. When Layden went to 
Duquesne in 1927 football was in a sad 
state, the teams playing second class 
colleges. Nine games were played that 
year, the Dukes losing four and tying 
one, scoring -a total of 82 points to 78 
for the opponents.

tack of those early days. Harper 
coached at Wabash in 1910, "11, and ‘12, 
and in 1918 went to Notre Dame as 
coach of the four major sports, foot- 
ball, basketball, baseball, and track, 
and as athletic director. 

He turned the track team over to 
his youthful protégé, Rockne, in 1914, 
but continued to coach the other three 
sports. His record as a coach was 
remarkable, He introduced the back 
field shift which later became the 
basis of the Notre Dame system, and 
was credited with the development and 
use of the forward pass as a method 
of attack. In his five years as foot- 
ball coach his teams won 33 games, 
lost 5, and tied 1. His record in bas- 
ketball and baseball was hardly less 
remarkable. From 1913 to 1917 his 
basketball teams won 57 games and 
lost only 17, while his baseball outfits 
won 68, lost 24, and tied one game. 

In 1918 he retired to devote his time 
to his ranching interests at Sitka, Kas., 
turning the reins over to his assistant, 
Rockne. 

He returned as athletic director in 
May, 1931, two months after’ Rockne 
had been killed in an airplane crash 
in a Kansas field not far from Har- 
per’s farm. 


At Duquesne Since 1925, 


Layden has been coach at Duquesne 
ever since 1927 and has been one of the 
most successful of te numerous 
coaches who have carried the precepts 
of Rockne throughout the country. 
He went to Duquesne from Columbia 
college, where he coached in 1926 after 
playing one season of professional foot- 
ball. When reached by long distance at 
Pittsburgh last night he denied that he 
had accepted the position at his alma 
mater, although he admitted that he 
had discussed the situation in a friend- 
ly way with the Rev. John O’Hara, 
vice president of the university. 

While salary terms were not dis- 
closed, it was reported that Layden 
would receive in the neizhborhood of 
$10,000, with a rising scale for the first 
three years of his service there.

Status of Gold Plan 
Proves Puzzle. 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 
Washington, D. C., Dec. %.—-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt tonight announced that 
the government in a single day had 
sold the entire block of 950 million 
dollars of treasury certificates which 
it put on the market this morning in 
connection with its Dec. 15 financing. 
Although the White House confined 
itself to a mere announcement that 
the whole 950 million dollars had been 
oversubscribed by 4:30 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon, high administration circles 
hailed the reception of the treasury's 
financing as a victory for the New 
Deal] economics. 
‘ Some Apprehension Noted, 


With President Roosevelt's gold buy- 
ing program upsettling the govern- 
ment security markets, some appre- 
hensions had been felt even by those 
within the administration over the 
prcebable reception of the new treasury 
loan. As early as this morning Act- 
ing Secretary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau Jr. refused to predict the 
outcome of the financing. 

Orders that the subscription books 
on the new offering be closed were 
sent to the treasury by President 
Roosevelt himself, who announced his 
decision and the prompt oversubscrip- 
tior. through Stephen T. Harley, one 
of his secretaries. 

Meanwhile a cloud of mystery gath- 
ered around the status of the Presi- 
dent’s gold program. Reports from 
abroad ‘hat the Bank of England and 
the New York Federal Reserve bank 
were codperating to steady the dollar 
and that the American gold purchases 
abroad had ceased two weeks ago 
elicited no comment from officials here. 


“No Change” in Gold Policy. 


That there has been some sort of 
loose and temporary stabilization put 
into effect was generally accepted in 
informed circles here today, but high 
officials confined their comments to 
declaring that there had been “no 
change” in the gold policy. 

For the seventh straight day, how- 
ever, the government's price for do- 
mestic newly mined gold was lieft 
steady at $34.01 an ounce. The fact 
that the price has not been raised in 
the last week has been attributed to 
_the treasury’s desire not to disturb 
the government security markets 
while the refinancing was under way. 

Whether the President has reached 
a temporary stopping place in his 
zold program, therefore, probably will 
be revealed tomorrow. With the re- 
financing of the treasury’s Dec. 15 
maturities out of the way, the gold 
policy can again be pushed if that is 
the President's intention. If stabili- 
zation has been agreed upon, the gold 
price will not be shifted greatly.

U.S: Puts Out 
More Money 
tor Holiday

Christmas buying is reflected in the 
weekly report of the federal reserve 
beard, released last night. The report 
showed a further increase in the 
amount of money in circulation and a 
drawing down of bank deposits both in 
Chicago and New York, due largely to 
holiday needs. ) 

The figures also disclosed that com- 
mercial banks in these two cities have 


resumed the purchase of government 
bonds on a modest scale, although the 
twelve federal reserve banks continue 
to maintain their standoff attitude with 
respect to “ governments.” 

Normally the amount of money in 
circulation increases at the end of 
each month because of the need for 
money to pay bills and meet pay rolls. 
with a decline a few days later. A 
week ago the reserve reports showed 
an increase of about 65 millions for 
the week in circulation of federal re- 
serve currency, the commonest variety 
of paper monty. 


Most of Increase In Chicago. 

Instead of a decrease since the end 
of the month, last night’s report dis- 
closed a further tncrease of about 15 
millions of currency in circulation 
from Nov. 29 to Dec. 6 Noteworthy 
was the fact that of this fncrease of 
15 millions for the nation as a whole, 
two-thirds occurred in the Chicago 
district. 

The drop in gross deposits of com- 
mercial banks in New York and Chi- 
cago for the week ended Wednesday 
was probably due largely to withdraw- 
als for Christmas spending, although 
part of it was the result of withdrawal! 
of another 15 millions of federal gov- 
ernment deposits In New York and 3 
millions in Chicago. Tota] shrinkage 
of deposits in New York was 118 mil- 
lions and in Chicago 10 millions. 

New York banks partially offset 
their 118 million decline in deposits 
by reducing their outstanding loans 
another 74 million dollars. They also 
sold 21 millions of securities, although 
such sales were offset by the purchase 
of 24 millions of government bonds. 


New York Excess Reserves Drop. 
Deposits of New York banks have 
now receded to a point where their 
excess reserves aggregate only 35 mil- 
lions, compared with the 225 millions 
of excess reserves of Chicago banks. 
Continuation of this trend would mean 
a tightening of the money market and 
further raising of interest rates. 
Brokers’ loans reported by New 
York banks were up only 3 millions, 
the total on Dec. 6 being 723 millions. 
The twelve federal reserve banks 
not.only failed to add to their holdings 
of government bonds during the week, 
but actually held about a half million 
dollars’ worth less on Wednesday 
night. They made a further shift dur- 
ing the week, however, buying about 
21 million dollars’ worth of treasury 
notes and selling slightly more than 
that amount of certificates and bills. 


DOLLAR MOVES 


A LITTLE HIGHER 


Reports from London today insisted | 


that the Bank of England and the 
New York reserve bank had agreed 
to keep the dollar between $5 and $5.25 
to the English pound sterling, and in 
Paris Finance Minister Paul Bonnet 
told the chamber of deputies that after 
purchasing about $10,000,000 of gold 
in foreign markets America had with- 
drawn two weeks ago. 

Officials here would not comment on 
either report. Jesse H. Jones, chair- 
man of the Reconstruction Finance 
corporation, through which gold pur- 
chases are being carried on, revealed 
that‘ 354,000 ounces of domestic newly 
mined gold had been purchased at a 
cost of $11,750,000. 

Mr. Jones would make no statement 
on the foreign purchase beyond say- 
ing that e ough had been bought to 
“fill a tooth—or maybe trvo teeth.” 


Point to High Rate. 


While treasury and White House of- 
ficials, including Mr. Earley, who an- 
nounced the end of the treasury's re- 
financing for President Roosevelt, 
were visibly pleased with the recep- 
tion of the fiscal operations in the face 
of the gold program, unofficial circles 
were prone to deprecate the oversub- 
scription. 

They pointed out that the treasury 
had offered 2% per cent interest for 
one year borrowing, a fat interest 
rate compared with the one-quarter 
of 1 per cent rate the treasury paid 
in September. $ 

Money which the treasury borrowed 
today will go to retire 728 militon dol- 
lars of securities maturing Dec. 14 
and to pay 114 million dollars in inter- 
est of the public debt. The remaining 
108 millions will go into the cash bal- 
ance of the treasury.

We are proposing that the Bank co-operate with the President’s program; that it increase capital stock by issuing 
and selling to the Reconstruction Finance Corporation at par and accrued dividends, (subject to being first offered to our 
own shareholders), $50,000,000 of 5% Cumulative Preferred Stock, and that at the same time it decrease the Common 
Stock from $124,000,000 to $77,500,000 by changing the par value from $20 to $12.50 a share without, however, changing 
the number of shares outstanding.

With the adoption of the plan, the assets of the Bank will be carried at conservative values, and it will be reasonable, 
in my Judgment, to expect substantial recoveries with the return of more normal conditions. The book value of our common 
stock on the new basis, including the net worth of the City Bank Farmers Trust Company, but excluding the $40,000,000 
general reserve and any interest in The City Company of New York, Incorporated, (formerly The National City Company), 
will be in excess of $21 per share. 

On the plan becoming effective I expect to recommend the payment on February 1st next of a dividend of 25 cents 
a share on the common stock for the last quarter of the present year.

Big packing houses held aloof most 
of the day because of the higher 
trend. While conditions in the whole- 
sale pork trade are somewhat better 
than late last week, the slight gain 
in prices is not incentive enough to 
encourage hog buying at advanced 

_prices, according to big packers. 


Smaller Houses Aggressive. 


Smaller houses, however, were ag- 
gressive and cleared the available sup- 
ply of good to choice grades mostly at 
$3.50 and $3.55, paying the $3.60 top 
sparingly. 

Several of the leading outside hog 
markets received government buying 
orders, but the buying was not large 
enough anywhere to effect quotations 
seriously. 

News that Gov. William H. Langer 
has declared an embargo on shipments 
of beef cattle out of North Dakota 
because of the “ unconscionable ” price 
level, had little effect on prices here 
yesterday. 

The Chicago market continues its 
two-way trend, light and yearlings 
selling to slightly better advantage 
again, while the medium and heavy 
cattle were slow, closing a shade 
lower.

Fancy 858 pound yearlings to the 
Illinois Packing company topped the 
market at $6.75, and there was a bet- 
ter showing of 700 to 900 pound stock 
up to $6.50.

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U.S. BUYS HOGS 
TO FEED NEEDY; 


Packers’ Bids. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 
The Federal Surplus Relief Corpora- 
tion has started buying hogs for use 
for relief purposes at eight of the 
leading live stock markets of the 
country. 

The purchases are being made as a 
result of failure 
to obtain what it considers proper 
bids for 75,000,000 pounds of pork to 
be distributed to needy unemployed. 
The corporation accepted only 31,000,- 
000 pounds of the amount offered by 
packers. 

At the offices of the corporation it 
was said today that the tota] number 
of hogs to be purchased had not been 
determined. Actual purchases have 
not yet been reported here, as the 
work is under the direction of an as- 
sistant procurement officer in Chicago. 


May Not Buy Canned Beef. 


The corporation may abandon, at 
least for the time being, its plan of 
buying 25,000,000 pounds of canned 
beef for distribution to the needy. 
Officials said today all bids for the 
beef submitted some weeks ago had 
been rejected as “too high,” and that 
no decision as to whether new bids 
would be requested had been reached. 
Specifications for the proposed con- 
tract said canned beef already in 
stock would not be eligible, and that 
bidders must be prepared to buy up 
live beeves for processing. The ad- 
ministration made known it desired

BUYS HOGS IN CHICAGO.
